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Compromise Best 
On License. Taxes 


Approval by the Atlanta Finance 
Committee of a compromise proposal for 
a 35 per cent increase in business license 
taxes apparently will have the support 
of leaders of the business community. 

With detdils still to be ironed out by 
the Board of Aldermen, it will become a 
substitute for the gross receipts tax which 
the Chamber of Commerce and the At- 
lanta Retail Merchants Assn. strongly had 
opposed. Mounting controversy over this 
proposal brought out alternative plans 
for at least a temporary solution. 

Perhaps the most beneficial result of 
the wrangle is the fact that business 
leaders have gotten together with city 
officials to discuss tax matters. They 
have learned more about community 
needs and the really tough problem fac- 
ing city government in financing addi- 
tional demands for services. 

Everyone is aware of the need for 
more policemen and of raising their pay. 
The finance committee h approved re- 
cruiting of an additional 45 .‘ficers yet 
Police Chief Jenkins reports difficulty in 
filling 27 vacancies now existing on the 
force. Until the scheduled pay raise goes 
into effect next year—with use of addi- 
tional license tax funds—it will be dif- 
ficult to maintain the present force at 
full strength. 

Business firms, of course, have an 
interest in maintaining a solvent city 
government. They are concerned directly 
with such services as police and fire pro- 
tection, maintenance of streets and other 
problems of an urban community. They 
must work cooperatively with city gov- 
ernment and vice versa on Atlanta's 
problems for a progressive future. 

The solution will not please every- 
one. Mayor Hartsfield points out that it 
will not solve the long-range financial 
dilemma. Property taxes and fees for 
services are approaching their limits. 
Other sources of revenue must be 
studied. 

At any rate, the license tax increase 
should raise enough funds to begin the 
job of building the police force to a 
strength commensurate with the city’s 
needs. That comes under the “must” cat- 
egory. 

Atlanta is becoming a great city. The 
measure of its greatness will be deter- 
mined by the measure of its citizens and

The Rev. William T. Bodenhamer of

Ike Strives for Unity 
On Western Objectives 


President Eisenhower today will con- 
clude his talks with the British and on 
Wednesday move on to France where he 
and Gen. De Gaulle will begin confer- 
ences. 


While ultimately the chances for peace 
will remain where they always have been 
—with the Russians—Mr. Eisenhower's 
progress as a pilgrim of peace is encour- 
aging. He and the British apparently 
have ironed out the differences which 
once created irritation. — 


In candor it must be said this is pos- 
sible because the President himself has 
removed them. It was he who had once 
insisted on “‘deeds” by the Soviets before 
agreeing to a summit meeting. The Brit- 
ish thought otherwise. 

The British had argued that since For- 
eign Minister Gromyko had no authority 
it was useless to deal with him at Geneva. 
The American position was that foreign 
ministers could and should be given au- 
thority and could serve as an agency to 
use it. Khrushchev refused. He wanted 
to talk himself. The President, in order to 
prevent the disaster of complete failure at 
Geneva from creating an impasse to fur- 
ther negotiations, substituted the bi-lat- 
eral talks with the Soviet premier. By 
so doing he mioved himself closer to the 
British policy. ; 3 
He and -Prime Minister Macmillan

have now announced a joint plan of pro- 
posed high-level talks with the Russians 
on a variety. of. subjects. They hope for 
a long period of talks. This may become, 
if the Russians agree, a sort of continuing 
summit policy without the trappings of 
formality such as featured the Geneva 
sessions. 

Finally, short of war, about all the 
West can do is to make possible discus- 
sions in all sensitive areas. If the Soviets 
will themselves make concessions, we 
will have some form of peace. If not we 
will move on toward war. 

That is the one alternative.

Sen. Talmadge’s Report 


Shows School Failure 


As students return to the classrooms 
throughout Georgia, there comes the so- 
bering report from Sen. Talmadge’s of- 
fice in Washington indicating the quality 
of the product of the state’s public 
schools leaves much to be desired. 

Of 88 applicants for service academy 
appointments he received from Georgia 
high school graduating classes, 80 per cent 
flunked the civil service exam to test 
their academic qualifications. And of the 
18 who passed, most were not trained 
in Georgia schools. 

Greatest deficiency showing up in 
the tests was a grave weakness in mathe- 
matics. Only 15 passed the algebra test 
and four scored the impressive total of 
eight. This proves. the charges that Geor- 
gia schools are woefully below standard 
in mathematics and science teaching. 

Less than half the students passed vo- 
cabulary and reading tests—42 out of 88. 
This indicates that not only are our 
schools failing to properly prepare stu- 
dents in math and science but in all 
other fundamentals as well. Greatest de- 
ficiencies were among pupils from rural 
schools. 

It’s time to find the answer to. this 
disturbing failure of our schools. One way 
to do it is shown in 'the study, “A De- 
sign for Better High Schools,” prepared 
by Atlanta school principals for guidance 
this year. It calls for more work, better 
conduct and more attention to textbooks 
instead of rock ’n’ roll and the social 
aspects of school life. 

The truth is that Georgia schools seem 
to have lost sight of their main function— 
educating the children. It’s high time we 
got ourselves back on the road.

“To hang with the expense. We've 
got money; let’s find ways to spend it.”

After 
considerable scaling down by State 
School Supt. Claude Purcell, the bill came 
to $4,493.75. 

The piece de resistance in the or- 
der was a $720 walnut desk. While it 
long has been the custom for flamboy- 
ant moguls of show business to go in for 
elaborate office dressings inorder to im- 
press their contemporaries, exactly why 
educators—and to hark back to the recent 
Fulton County hassle—and judges should 
have the yen to convert what should be 
dignified office. rooms into something akin 
to lavish Hollywood suites is inexplicable. 

At any rate, it’s the taxpayer who 
picks up the tab for such expenditures by 
public officials regardless of whether lo- 
cal, state or federal funds are involved. 

With more and more money needed 
for education, surely any surplus in that 


' field could be used for a better purpose 


than that of buying plush office furniture. 

Supt. Purcell’s action yesterday .in 
canceling the entire order deserves ap- 
plause, although it does seem the course 
he finally took should have been pursued 
at the outset. f

Many Georgia Counties 


Are Forced To Raise Taxes 


The millage rate on taxes in Morgan County has been raised from 


44 mills to 48 mills. 


This will bring an estimated $14,500 additional 


revenue into the county treasury. Actually the raise as far as the 
individual is concerned is not a large one. 


Its ~yalue lies in the concrete 
fact that it will allow the county 
to operate in the black rather 
than in the red as it operated dur- 
ing the immediate past year 

County officials tell us with the 
additional maney plus. money 
derived from the beer tax they 
can continue to operate the 
county departments and road 
services on what is termed a 
progressive basis. 

All over the state the trend is 
toward increased millage or upped 
valuation to bring in more money. 

Officials have two choices in 
most instances—they can allow 
the county to stand still and 
stagnate or they can spend money 
to offer the kind of services that 
will insure a thriving and pro- 
gressive community. They can do 
the latter by raising the millage 
rate or by equalizing and upping 
land evaluation with a reduced 
millage. Both steps bring in more 
money for the. county treasury. 

We have read of at least 10 
counties in the past week upping

the millage rate. In other in-: 


stances we have read of upped

land evaluations and _ reduced 
millage rates. Monroe has _ just 
lowered their millage while up- 
ping property values. 
Personally, we believe that the 
county would benefit more from 
equalization of property and 
upped land valuation. Possibly 
county officials will take this 
step in the future, thereby allow- 
ing millage rates to be lowered.

Quiet Anderson Is 
Budget’s Architect 


WASHINGTON—Secretary of the Treasury 
Robert B. Anderson has become top boss ofthe 
home front and incomparably the most powerful 


man “n the Cabinet, President Eisenhower's increasing preoccupation 
with high foreign policy, as he prepares for historic meetings with 
Nikita Khrushchev of the Soviet Union, has left Anderson in all but 
sole charge of the administration's whole domestic tone. 


The secretary's conservative 
fiscal views have long since whol- 
ly captured the President’s mind. 
The Anderson budgef-balancing 
philosophy has dominated the ad- 
ministration’s relations with the 
Democratic Congress. And _ this 
Anderson philosophy is, in the 
end, perhaps more _ responsible 
than any other factor for the 
President's newly ‘“‘tough’’ line 
with the Capitol—including his ve- 
toes of unwanted bills. 

This, however, for all his enor- 
mous force in American affairs, 
is one of the least known of all 
the Eisenhower Cabinet ministers. 
Who is this man of such large 
and little-appreciated power? 

He is first of all an ex-Texas 
“Eisenhower Democrat” from 1952 
who has gone the whole way in 
personal transformation. He has 
moved his official residence to 
Connecticut and is now a regis- 
tered Republican. 

The ironical fact is that the most 
orthodox Republican now in the 
Cabinet was born and brought up 
in a Southern Democratic state. 
Anderson's predecessor as secre- 
tary of the Treasury, George M. 
Humphrey, is a member of that 
wing of the GOP which historical- 
ly is the most teetotally old-fash- 
ioned Republican—the ‘Ohio Re- 
publicans,” as they have been 
called for two generations.

But the ex-Texan actually takes 
a more decisive hand in all phases 
of the administration's work than 
even Humphrey ever did. 

Anderson does not simply speak 
broadly for the Treasury. He also 
gets into the discussion—some- 
times with a veto of his own—on 
every before the Cabinet 
that involves either major spend- 
ing or major policy.

A man named Clement Dorz, writing in 
a new (to me) little magazine of comment, 
‘criticism and satire called The Realist, has 
considerable to say about how women are 
hogging jobs they don't need and creating 
an employment problem for men. 


Having no chip on my shoulder about 
women's opportunities and women’s rights 
I started reading this with only desultory 
interest. It's my impression that women can 
make a pretty good case for themselves 
when they want to raise a little cain about 
being deprived and discriminated against. 
There are perfectly good arguments with 
statistics to back them up about how women 
are underpaid and kept out of certain fields 
of endeavor where their talents might be 

_ useful, 


But, as I said, it’s a subject that I really 
can't get stirred up over because I keep 
thinking of women as people instead of a 
minority group. And I figure things are fre- 
quently tough all over. 


Mr. Dorz, however, got me interested. 
He began by sounding like a petulant fellow 
who must have been kicked around in. his 
youth by a moose-voiced female in Size 10 
health shoes. 


His logic was frequently a little spotty. 
He said, for instance, women should work 
only when it’s necessary for them to earn

_4 living. This doesn't take into consideration 


the possibility that they might want and 
need to work for reasons other than money. 
Nor does it recognize the fact that thousands 
of women who may not need to work today 
will probably need to in 10 or 20 years. 
(The tragedy of the 40- year-old woman with 
a family of children to support and no job 
training or experience is really a problem 
of the day.) 


But I wasn’t even sufficiently perturbed 
about Mr. Dorz’ remarks to bestir myself 
to some shrill, high-pitched female hack 
talk. I simply read along until I came to 
something that, to my astonishment, brought 
forth a low-voiced and admiring, ‘‘Amen’”’ 
from me, 


Mr. Dorz speaks of woman's ‘“‘dilemma” 
as a matter of sheer boredom and calls her 
‘the advance guard of an approaching prob- 
lem that will be unique in human history 

. an omen of what is ahead for all of 
us, for we can suppose that the time is 
coming when the machine, in addition to 
doing the burden of the work inside the 
home, will do the burden of the work (and 
more) outside of the home as well—the 
work of the world itself—thus emancipating 
the men too.” 


“Even the earliest thinkers were. con- 
cerned about this possibility,"” wrote Mr.

Dorz. “But it is no longer an academic 
problem. In spite of the fact that we have 
as a race, accumulated great cultural 
treasures since ancient times, and, as indi- 
viduals, have inherited these, the problem 
is already confronting a large class of 
women who in a very real sense don't 
know what to do with their lives. 


‘When the problem becomes universal, 
do we think we are going to solve it by 


sitting in front of the television screen eat- | : 


ing popcorn? As mere spectators of Ghad- 
ows on the wall, we would all die of bore- 
dom in our dungeons.”’ 


Mr. Dorz suggests that success and 
mercenary pursuits have let us down, that 
we learn there is “some reason for living 
than ‘making a living’,’’ that we could turn 
off the machines of the world and let them 
rust unless we find something better to do 
with our lives. 

He advocates that woman, “that noble 
vanguard of mankind’s emancipation” stop 
trying to work for amusement, leave «on 
market place and take “us all with her, 
time, into a far better world than this.”

LIMB-HOOKERS MENACING GRAND OLE FISHING GAME

Phil Boykin and I were fishing in Sinclair 
Lake. We'd had a good day, like we always have 
together, even though our stringer was decorated 


with only a couple of keeper 
largemouths. And Phil had no 
intention of letting me forget 
who was responsible for those 
captive bass. 


The weather was reasonably 
warm—about 99 degrees or 
thereabouts—and we washed 
our gullets until the gallon jug 


been drained to the last drop. 
In between drinks ‘of water), 
we had tried all the known 
spots for bass, and some we 
didn't know. About 2 o'clock in 


we gave up the search for bass to look for 


spring in one of the smaller coves. 


In one of those inlets we found a floating 
metal can. Out of curiosity, I picked it up. 
Tied to the handle was a line, with a sinker and 
hook, and on the hook was a partially decayed 
largemouth bass. We estimated that it would go 
around 7 or 8 pounds, back when it was in healthy, 
fighting condition. 


Phil and I took off our hats to this gallant, 
finny warrior, which had the misfortune of be- 
ing bush-whacked by some goon who-was prob- 
ably known to his friends as a sportsman. 


| On another middle Georgia impoundment, 
which was once a great bass lake, the fishing 
has been practically decimated by limb hooks.
